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CANADIAN CURRENCY ACT. 

Bolow we publish Kitch portions of the 
Canadian Currency Act to amend the Cur- 
rency, passed in 1853, as may ho interest- 
ing to us at the present juncture. 

Vronmblo: 

Whereas it is desirable to adopt a Cur- 
ronuy for this Province, which may hereaf- 
ter lie odvantagoously made common tu m! 
. the Provinces of British North America, as 
being simple and convenient in itself and 
well calculated to facilitate their commer- 
cial intercourse with other parts of this 
continent : 

Denominations of Money. 

And be it enacted, That the denomina- 

«ions of money in the Currency of this 
'rovinco, shall ho pounds, dollars, shillings, 
ponce, cents, and mills : the pound, shilling 
and penny shall bare, respectively, the 
sunie proportionate values as they now 
have, the dollar bIiaII bo ono-fourth of a 
pound, the cent shall he one-hundredth andl 
the mill ono-tenth of a cent ; and in any j 
statement its to money or money value in 
any agreement, indictment or lejral pro- 
ceeding, the same may be mentioned or 
described in pounds, shillings and pence, 
or in dollars, cents and mills, or in any or 
cither of such denominations, its nitty bo 
considered expedient. 

Dollars and Pounds Doflnod as a Legal Tondor. 

And bo it enacted, That the Pound cur- 
rency shall be hold to be equivalent to and 
to represent one hundred and one grains, 
and three hundred and twenty-one thou- 
sandths of a grain, Troy weight, of gold of 
the standard of fineness now prescribed by 
law fortho gold cuius of the United King- 
dom; and the Dollar currency shall boheld 
to be equivalent to and to represent one- 
fourth part of the weight aforesaid of gold 
standard ; and any guld coins of the stand- 
ard of fineness aforesaid which Her Majesty 
shall direct to be struck at the It, ynl Mint, 
shall, by buoIi names as shall bo assigned 
to thorn in any Proclamation declaring 

_ihem lawful money of this province, pass 
current and be a legal tender for sums to 
be mentioned in Bitch Proclamation and 
proportionate to their respective weights, 
subject to the like allowance for remedy as 
Uritish gold coins. 

Valuo of Uio Sovoroiga. 
And be. it enacted, That the Pound Ster- 
ling shall bo held to be equal to one pound. 

» four shillings and four pence, or four dol- 
lars, eighty-six cents and two-thirds of a 
cent, currency, and any British sovereign 
of lawful weight, shall pass current and be 
a legal tender for that s.im ; and the other 
gold" coins of the I mad Kingdom shall, 



while of lawful weight, pass current ami 
lie a legal tender for stuns in currency, 
equal, according to the proportion afore- 
said, to their sterling value. 

Valuo of United States' Coin. 

And be it enacted, that the gold Bnglo of 
the United States of America, coined af- 
ter the first day of July, one thousand 
eight hundred and thirty-four, and weigh- 
ing eleven penny-weights, six grains, TrOY 
wo.ight shall puss current and be a legal 
tender in this Province for ten dollars and 
sixty-six cents and two-thirds of a cent or 
two pounds, thirteen shillings and four 
pence, currency, and the Half Eaglo of like 
date and proportionate weight, for one-hnlf 
tho said sum : and tho gold Etlgle of tho 
said United States, coined after the day 
last mentioned, and before the first day of 
January, one thousand oight hundred mid 
fifty-two, or after the said dav, but while 
the standard of fineness for gold coins then 
fixed by the laws of the said United States 
shall remain unchanged, and weighing ton 
penny- weights, eightcon grains, Tny 
Yvoight, shall pass current and be a legal 
tender in this Province for ten dollars or 
two pounds ten shillings currency ; and 
tho gold coins of the said United States, 
being multiples or halves of the said Englp, 
and of like date anil proportionate weight, 
shall puss current ami be a legal tender in 
this Province for proportionate sums. 
Legalising- Foroign Coins, 

And be it, enacted, That Her Majesty 
may at any time declare by Proclamation, 
that any or all of any other gold coins of 
the said United States or of any other 
Foroign Nation or Sturo shall pnsa current 
and be a legal tender in this Province, at 
rates in currency to be assigned to tlieni 
respectively in such Proclamation, when of 
the weights to be also assigned therein, 
?uch rates being proportionate to tho quan-

ninety-two grams, and eight liunafeu olio 
seventy-seven thousandths id' a grain oi 
pure gold its equivalent to one pound cur- 
rency. 

Since the above act was passed another 
has been enacted, which made it necessary 
for the government business to be trans- 
acted in Dollars and Cents. It went into 
operation in 1858.

FOBT HOPE NEWS. 

Hope, B. C. 30th An-., 1859. 

Editor Britisu Coloxmst : — In general 
items of news vro have but little to record. 
Our young town — which for natural beauty 
,4ind its advantagous position for si com- 
mercial emporium' possesses no equal on 
this river — pursues tho even tenor of its 
-way ns yet L" i.ruslicd by legislative stupid- 
ity, or the competition of rival nudes, bol- 
stered by official patronage for private ends. 
"\Vc arc, it is needless to suy, located at the 
head of steam navigation, and though tho 
Cascade range which completely surrounds 
us, has, until lately, been deemed an hnpns 
cable barrier, private enterprise has accom- 
plished what our colonial "circumlocution 
office," with its red tape routine would 
isovcr have attempted. 

Fort Hops and Boston Bar Trail. 

Our citizens have at their own expense 
(assistcil it is true by some dozen Engineers 
furnished by CoF. Moody) completed a good 
mule trail to Huston l$ar, over which two 
heavily loaded trains, and two droves of 
cuttle have already started for the Forks. 
Those who have traveled it pronounce it 
immeasurably superior to the old break- 
neck trail from Fort Yale, and without 
doubt nil the travel to the upper country 
must hereafter take this route. 

Fort Alexundor Minos. 

Packing from the Forks to Alexander 
was by latest accounts brisk but the news 
as to the yield of the mines was uncertain 
and conflicting. The greater numberof ex- 
pectant miners were patiently waiting for 
the water to fall, confident of then making 
"big strikes." 

-« Too Much and too Littlo Water. 

In this vicinity the various bars are get- 
ting tolerably well filled up again with 
miners, ar.d many arc now making fair 
wages, but the water has not yet receded 
« sufficiently to enable the richest portions of 
the bars to be worked; while the unusual 
dry weather this summer has so shrunk tho 
entailer streams that sluicing in several 
places has been suspended and the miners 
arc now actually praying for rain. 

Broken Falth'of Govornraoat. 
Of the many annoyances wo have sus- 
tained frotn our dilatory and incomptont 
Government, I will at. present allude to 
but one. Some two months since our town 
lots were Bold at auction and the greater 
portion bought by the occupants, most of 
whom had already paid the full price in 
monthly installments. Deeds were promised 
to be supplied in a month, but so far none 
nro forthcoming, thus keeping our laud 
titles in a state of perplexing uncertainty, 
"We have erected buildings and made per- 
manent improvements, relying upon the 
representations of tlio government with 
which this poor colony is afflicted, but i.i 
which, having once broken its engage- 
ments, we are now disposed to put little 
faith.
